This text is found in Mark 10:21. It 
is the Master’s reply to the rich young 
ruler as he came running and kneel- 
ing to Him, asking what good thing 
he might do to inherit eternal life. He 
had just listened to the discourse of 
the Master, how they must become as 
little children before they could enter 
into the kingdom of God, and saw Him 
as He laid His hands gently upon 
those little fellows and blessed them. 
This evidently made him hungry for 
a blessing from the Master’s bounti- 
ful hand. But sad to say, he, like thou- 
sands of others, went the wrong route 
to get blessed. Instead of coming as 
the publican did and saying, God be 
merciful to mea sinner, he came 
with that deceitful mouth and called 
Him good Master. As the Master be- 
gan to relate some of the things he 
must do to inherit eternal life, he 
immediately assured Him that he had 
always observed them. No doubt those 
who heard the conversation thought 
him to be the best fellow in town. He 
was a noble young man, well educated, 
good manners, a youth of high social 
standing and said more of himself 
than any of us can say, but with all 
this Jesus knew there was something 
lacking. Man looketh on the outward 
appearance but God looketh on the 
heart. Jesus at once pointed him to 
the thing that was lacking. He told 
him to go sell whatsoever he had and 
give to the poor and take up his cross 
and come and follow Him and he 
would have treasures in heaven. We 
can see by this that we cannot have 
treasures laid up in heaven, or have 
any promise of eternal life, as long as 
there is one thing lacking about us. 
This may seem a little hard but never- 
theless it is Bible, for whosoever shall 
keep the whole law and yet offend in 
one point, he is guilty of all. 

Some people seem to think like this 
young man. He thought Jesus would 
make a specialty of him because he 
was a ruler and very rich. He asked 
what good thing he might do to inherit 
eternal life. There are people who 
think they can do most any old way, 
just so they do one good charitable 
deed they will have a free pass right 
into the pearly gates. I want to say 
right here that if we come before the 
judgment bar of God with anything 
less than a life fully consecrated to 
God and His cause, full of love and 
good deeds, if there is one thing about 
us that is not clean and pure, we will 
meet this text, “One thing thou lack- 
est.” We too will be like the young 
man. He went away sorrowful. 

The object of this text is to stir up 
your pure minds, and let’s each one 
ask ourselves this solemn question, If 
I were to be called into eternity to-day, 
would I be found wanting? Is there 
anything lacking? Is there anything in 
my life that’s not Christlike? Do I pay 
my tithes promptly? and many other 
things too numerous to mention. And 
if after examination and comparing 
our lives with the Word of God, we 
find just one thing that does not cor- 
respond with the Word, that’s the one 
thing we must mend or remove by the 
help of God, or we will be lacking at 
the judgment. Sometimes we treat 
these little things too lightly. The wise 
man said it was the little foxes that 
spoil the vine. It is with us. It is not 
always the big crimes that will ruin 
our lives, but little things. Just a little 
malice, a little pride or covetousness 
will look as large as a mountain stone 
in the day of judgment. I have often 
heard people make a remark about 
certain men, saying, He would be a 
finé man if it wasn’t for one thing, he 
drinks. That one thing just ruins him. 

‘We read of a man in the 12th chap- 
ter of Luke who as he lay on his bed 
one night after looking over his fields 
made plans as to how he would tear 
down his barns and build greater ones. 
He thought that he had all he would 
ever need. But all at once he heard 
a voice which made him realize that 
he lacked one thing. When God said 
unto him, Thou fool, this night thy 
soul shall be required of thee, he was 
like those poor foolish virgins when 
the cry- was made, Behold, the. bride- 
groom cometh. The wise virgins went 
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in to the marriage but the foolish lack- 
ed one thing. That was oil. They were 
there on time, they were awake, they 
bad their lamps, so oil was the only 
thing that kept them out. It may be 
time that we lack when we come be 
fore the judgment. No doubt if the 
rich man could have had one more day 
in which to prepare he would have got- 
ten ready and warned his brothers al- 
so, but he spent all his life in a care- 
less and unconcerned way and died 
without God or hope and in hell he 
lifted up his eyes. The devil is going 
to get more people on this one thing 
than all the rest of his arguments. He 
always tells us to wait till tomorrow, 
there’s plenty of time yet. If a_ ,rail- 
road engine is geared up to make one 
mile every minute and has sixty miles 
to make in one hour and leaves the 
station just one minute late, it will 
lack one minute getting in on time. 
So it is with us. Jesus has laid the 
track and made the run. He never lost 
a moment from the manger to the 
cross. He also tells us to run the race 
with patience, so let’s make a start 
today. 

We might thiik just to lack one 
thing wouldn’t amount to very much 
but as we take another view of this 
young man let’s take warning. We see 
him in his youth, in the prime of life, 
as he turns his back on a gentle and 
loving Saviour and holds his money. 
Then we get a sketch of the rich man 
in Luke 12:16 as he is called into eter 
nity without any hope. Also in Luke 
16:19 we see where the rich man lift- 
ed up his eyes in hell, just for lacking 
one thing. Now the question is, what 
did he lack? He lacked just what 
thousands are lacking to-day. He simp- 
ly lacked the love of God in his heart. 
That’s the one thing that will take us 
through. “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart.”

Possibly our people will be glad to 
know how the Church is progressing 
with the general indebtedness, When 
Lee H. Battle Auditing Co. audited the 
Church’s books we found that there 
had been $17,534.28 borrowed on what 
is known as the loan certificate plan. 
These loans were secured from the 
membership and well wishers of the 
Church all over the United States. 
This was separate from the mortgage 
notes held on the property by the 
banks of Cleveland. Since the Fall of 
1927 there has been much effort put 
forth to raise first this $17,534.28. We 
are glad to state to our people that 
this entire amount has been paid with 
the exception of that which we owe to 
a few whose addresses we can’t find, 
however there is a sufficient fund on 
hand to pay these holders as soon as 
we find their addresses. Prior to the 
Fall of 1927 a few of these certificates 
had been taken up and were held in 
the office. These were a few that in- 
sisted on a settlement, and it was done 
in a way that whoever came in pos- 
session of the Church’s name and 
property would be responsible for this 
amount. Besides this $17,534.28 there 
has been $5,500 paid to an individual 
who held a mortgage on the orphans’ 
homes and Bible School dormitory. 

These debts were not paid with the 
tithes funds as some of the enemies 
of the Church would try to make you 
think. This was paid from the general 
indebtedness fund. 

The interest on all these thousands 
of dollars has been paid from time to 
time. Some of the interest has been 
carried over by the banks for three or 
four years, which of course increased 
the burden. We are glad to state that 
these loans with the interest have 
been paid with the exception of the few 
parties we are waiting to hear from, 
and money is on hand for that. We 
feel assured that our people will be 
greatly encouraged to know that ev- 
erything is moving along in good 





shape. 

We also wish to state that the last 
plan fallen on to raise money for 
liquidating these debts is proving to 
be a great success. Many of the 
churches have not been able to send 
in the money for their notes, but we 
are going to continue the drive right 
on until all have sent in their pay- 
ment. 


We wish to thank the State Over- 
seers for their hearty cooperation in 
this great work. We also request that 
they keep in touch with the work in 
their respective states and urge the 
churches to raise as quickly as possi- 
ble the money for the notes that have 
been sent it,and send ittoE. J. 
Boehmer, General Secretary and 
Treasurer, 2524 Gaut St., Cleveland, 
Tenn. If the rule adopted by the 
Assembly on recommendation of the 
Finance Committee is strictly adhered 
to, it will raise enough money to pay 
off all the church debts with the ex- 
ception of about five thousand and five 
or six hundred dollars. Of course 
these notes are drawing interest and 
the longer the payments are delayed 
the more interest will accumulate. 
Brother F. M. Waldron of Largo, Fla. 
has agreed to come to Cleveland and 
join myself in a campaign to solicit 
the remainder of the debts after this 
drive is complete. I am sure that all 
who read this will do their best to 
pay off their notes as early as possible. 

I wish to request that on Sunday 
May 18th, in all places of worship in 
the United States and Islands of the 
sea that our people kneel and have a 
special prayer of thanksgiving to the 
Lord for helping our people make such 
rapid progress in liquidating these 
debts. It is nothing more than a mir- 
acle that these thousands of dollars 
have been paid in these last three 
years. 

I desire an interest in your prayers.

to the line and righteousness to the 
Plummet. So we see this is a straight 
way and nothing crooked can walk in 
it. Matt. 16:24. Jesus said unto His 
disciples, If any man will come after 
me, let him deny himself and take up 
his cross and follow me. Peter says 
Jesus did no sm _ neither was guile 
found in His moutn. So we can readily 
see by the above Scriptures that there 
is a preparation to be made. FIRST, 
we would have to repent and make 
straight paths to get in this gate, 
and then to walk in the narrow 
way or follow Jesus, we would have 
to find out where He walked.

While in the 
flesh the lower desire will remain. It 
is included mostly in three heads: 1, 
the desire to eat; 
thought well of by fellow ereatures or 
men; 3, natural animal passion. These 
are Dot destroyed even in the most 
holy but brought into subjection to 
intelligent reason. Without them man 
would be a machine, an iceberg, and 
this world would soon be as dead as 
the moon. On the other hand, to let 
the lower desire rule entirely makes 
man worse than brutes of the forest. 
To bring them into subjection to 
moral reason would make this world 
all love and happiness would prevail. 
Of course we do not expect this to be 
while Satan, the adversary, the liar, 
is here to deceive. 

Why is the devil the father of lies? 
Because he makes the whole world be- 
lieve that satisfaction and happiness 
come through following the lower de- 
sire. 

There is the doctrine of the New 
Testament and of the Apostle Paul. 
First, believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
unto the forgiveness of sins. Second, 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost, be 
filled with the Spirit. Third, subject 
the lower desire to the higher or high- 
est desire of Christ. Christ’s desire 
was to do unto others as you would 
have them do unto you,in other words, 
love thy neighbor as thyself. How can 
you do this without using all the latent 
bower within you, with all the intell- 
gence you can command? To accom- 
plish this crucifixion with Christ does 
not mean annihilation, otherwise there 
would be no more temptation. Christ 
Himself was tempted but He over- 
came by always yielding to the higher 
aesire. 

A sinful nature is corrupt habits 
formed by practicing. Growing infants 
soon acquire a sinful nature or diseas- 
ed morals or a corrupt spirit because 
the first law of perpetuation or preser- 
vation causes them or makes them 
yield more readily to the lower desire 
or desire of the flesh. They do not care 
it the baby at their side is starving 
to death just so they get the bottle, 
This natural law of preservation soon 
developes into selfishness and if not 
restrained will afterwards lead to a 
mean, selfish, self-centered life. Even 
converts to Pentecost who have been 
brought up in an unrestrained life 
have to fight bravely to overcome 
these selfish properties. Paul had lots 
of this kind to deal with. 

It is not selfish to follow the lower 
desire or desire of the flesh so long as 
it does not conflict with righteous 
morals. The study of moral is a study 
of what is the right attitude towards 
self and all other things with which 
he comes in contact. Everybody is 
studying morals every day and pass- 
ing judgment as to what is right. For 
instance, to enjoy a wholesome meal 
is not sinful tho’ it be at the call of the 
lower desire or the desire of the flesh. 
But to eat in excess is gluttonous and 
leads to crime and sin. To eat what 
the body needs is necessary for health. 
To refrain from indulgence for the 
sake of sobriety is following the higher 
desire. It is the higher desire which
